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RE EDWARD VOTERS - SECRET SERVICE INTEREST 

On November 27, 1963, Captain EDWARD SOOTT, Ho boke n, 
New Jersey, Police Department, advised that one EDWARD BOWERS 
was arrested by his department on a charge of breaking and 
entering on November 26, 1963. While In custody of Hoboken 
authorities, BOWERS made the following comments to Captain 
SCOTT: 


"I think 0SWA1D did the right Ihlng and I would have 
done the same thing if 1 had the chance. " 

BOWERS was critical In his comments to Captain SOOTT 
of the foreign policy of the United States in sending noney 
out of the country when there are many starving people In 
this country and particularly in the southern part. 

Captain SCOTT stated that BOWERS meant that he 
would have assassinated the President if he had had an 
opportunity. 

According to Captain SCOTT, BOWERS resides at 
258 11th Street, Hoboken, New Jersey, he is a white male, 
age 28. He was born on March 31, 1935, at Hoboken, New 
Jersey, and has FBI Number 422 336 B.
